A November 15, 2014 incident has resulted 
in Official Misconduct, 1st Degree, charges for 
three former Fulton County Detention Center 
(FCDC) employees. Late 
Tuesday, Jan. 13, 2015 
Robin Lynn Gooding, 
James McMahon, and 
Emily McMahon were 
arrested as a result of a 
Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) investigation by 
Trooper Durbin. 

Fulton County Jailer 
Ricky Parnell informed 
The Courier back in 
November that a review 
of a video tape led them 
to contact KSP when what 
they saw determined the 
incident was a violation 
of the PREA (Prison 
Emily McMahon Rape Elimination Act) 
Standards. Jailer Parnell 
followed standard 

protocol and federal law 
by involving KSP. 

All three, no longer 
employed at the FCDC 
since the incident, were 
detained in the FCDC on 
Tuesday night, Jan. 13. 
James McMahon On Wednesday, Jan. 14 
they were released after 
their bond was set at $2,500 unsecured. 

The trio appeared in court on Tuesday, Jan. 
20, and were arraigned. Additional information 
was not available at press time. 

KSP did not respond to the Courier’s request 
for a press release by press time Tuesday.

RECC consider merger 


According to a press release is¬ 
sued earlier this week, “The Ex¬ 
ecutive Committees of the West 
Kentucky Rural Electric Coop¬ 
erative Board and the Hickman- 
Fulton Counties Rural Electric 
Cooperative (HFRECC) Board 
met January 15 to begin explor¬ 
ing issues related to a possible 
merger of the neighboring coop¬ 
eratives. 

The two cooperatives, which 
when combined provide electric 
service to 35,000 member-own¬ 
ers from Kentucky Lake to the 
Mississippi River. They have 
worked together at the state and 
federal level on legislative and 
regulatory issues over the years 
and have shared resources when 
necessary to expedite outage 
restoration and to complete proj¬ 
ects. With the recent resignation 
of HFRECC President and CEO 
Greg Grissom to become Presi¬ 
dent/CEO of Pennyrile Electric, 
leadership of the two coopera¬ 
tives agree that now is a good 
time to explore the possibility of 
a merger. 

At the meeting, the boards au¬ 
thorized the completion of a joint 
financial study including a com¬ 
bined ten-year financial forecast. 

They also agreed that a merger 
would only be considered if it

ultimately would save members 
money through economies of 
scale, protect local jobs—includ¬ 
ing those held by the employees 
of both systems, and create a bet¬ 
ter utility through the expansion 
of resources and expertise. 

West Kentucky RECC Board 
President Troy English said, 
“The meeting was informative 
and provided the opportunity for 
both boards to learn more about 
each cooperative and to discuss 
the potential benefits of a merger. 
We look forward to working with 
Chairman David Kimbell and the 
HFRECC Board as we study the 
value of a combined coopera¬ 
tive.” 

HFRECC Board Chairman 
David Kimbell agreed that it was 
a very informative meeting for 
both boards. “Our board wants 
to study all options as we move 
forward in deciding the future of 
our co-op for our members and 
employees,” Kimbell said. “Any 
decision for a merger has to ben¬ 
efit the members of both merging 
co-ops.” 

HFRECC earlier announced 
that they have entered into a sim¬ 
ilar merger study with Gibson 
Electric Membership Corpora¬ 
tion in Tennessee.

Volunteer fire fighters are asked 
to complete 150 training hours 
during their first two years as a 
new recruit. Each year after that 
20 hours of training is required. 
This helps the department 
maintain their hours to receive 
state aid. When the volunteers 
for the Hickman Volunteer Fire 
Department do not complete 
their required training hours it 
adversely effects the department. 

On Monday, Jan. 12 Fire 
Chief Tommy Ramsey informed 
the Hickman City Commission 
that the department lost out on 
approximately $8,000 in state aid 
because, as a department, they 
had met only 38% of the criteria. 
“We had 53%,” explained Chief 
Ramsey, “but new recruits’ hours 
do not count against you or for 
you during those two years, thus 
causing us to lose out on the state 
aid.” 

With this known fact, Chief 
Ramsey asked to have two fire 
fighters, Dusty Melvin and 
Mike Griffith removed from 


the department for lack of 
participation in training. “We 
have been working hard offering 
all fire fighters opportunities to 
get their training hours in but 
sometimes they can’t work them 
in because of other commitments 
such as their jobs,” stated Chief 
Ramsey. 

Commissioners David 

Weatherly (Mayor Pro tern), 
Roger Adams and Heath Carlton, 
along with Mayor David Lattus 
made the motion to remove 
Melvin and Griffith from the 
department’s roster. 

Hickman City Manager Johnny 
McTurner sought assistance from 
the PADD office to help acquire a 
new tank for the fire department’s 
tanker truck. “They are working 
on it and are doing what they can 
to help us find one,” McTurner 
said. 

Public Works continues to 
work on gas and water leaks as 
they happen.

Grogan stresses the importance of agricultural education

“In 1950 on average 34% of 
a household’s income went to 
food, 21% went to housing and 
12% was spent on transportation, 
leaving 33% for discretionary 
items,” began Darren Grogan of 
Triple G Farms as he addressed 
members of the Hickman Rotary 
Club on Thursday, Jan. 15. Now 
only 7% of a household’s income 
goes toward food. Housing went 
up to 33% and transportation 
to 22%.” Both housing and 
transportation expenses increased 
when food went down 27%. 

Grogan believes there is a 
misconception across the United 
States regarding agriculture on a 
variety of issues. “When someone 
tries to locate a new poultry or 
hog barn in a community some 
believe that it only positively 
affects a small portion of a 
community,” he stated. “When 
actuality it affects all of us.” He 
reiterated the fact that we now 
only spend approximately 7% of 
our income on food versus 34%, 
a definite positive for anyone. 

Another interesting fact, in 
1900 43 % of our entire labor force 
was involved in agriculture, the 
manufacturing (or growing) of 
food. Now less than 1% receive 
their income through farming. 

“This is noticed more in rural 
counties like ours as jobs leave,” 
Grogan continued. “It results 
in our river counties becoming 
more of an agricultural based 
community.” 

It is also believed by Grogan 
that 98% of our community has 
no idea about agriculture. This is 
where the misconception comes 
into play, when a great deal of our 
population isn’t knowledgeable 
about agriculture, it results in 
a majority of our population 
being afraid of agriculture. 
“It (agriculture) is our most 
abundant and safest food source,” 
he added. 

Instead of believing that 
communities like Hickman, 
Clinton, Arlington and Bardwell 
are no longer alive or that ‘main 
street is dead,’ Grogan is looking 


to promote opportunities for our 
youth. “Instead of leaving the 
area to find jobs,” he explained. 
“It should be looked at as an 
opportunity for our river counties. 
It can be a positive for us if we 
educate our children on the 
benefits of seeking employment 


The former E.W. James &

community. Right now we 
operate primarily on a calculated 
risk, moving toward adding 
mathematical facts.” 

Technology has also become 
more diversified in farming. 
“We are connected with various 
companies all over the country,” 
he said. “You can type code for 
a company like John Deere from 
right here in Hickman. All we 
need are writers to write the code, 
which makes it beneficial for 
these writers to have knowledge 
of agriculture.” 

Another difficulty is for the 
next generation is transition. “I 
have noticed in our farm that 
most of the available experienced 
labor is around 55 years old. It 
is difficult to find driven young 
individuals with a background in 
agriculture. 

Syngenta, a global agribusiness 
partner, donated the technology 
of golden rice which is a GMO. 
“Syngenta invented this rice for 
those countries where people 
were losing their eyesight,” 
Grogan told the club. “This 
golden rice has more Vitamin D 
in it.” 

“Going back 200 years ago 
there were one billion people 
on Earth and enough food was 
produced to supply every man 
woman and child 1,800 calories. 
This is borderline starvation,” 
concluded Grogan. “Now there 
are over seven billion people and 
there is enough food for each 
person to consume 2,800 calories 
a day.” 

It should be noted that Fulton 
County Schools Superintendent 
Aaron Collins informed the 
group that Murray State 
University’s third largest college 
is Agriculture. “All of last year’s 
graduates were placed in jobs,” 
Collins said further cementing 
what Grogan said to be very 
relevant and important to know 
and understand.
